Now it’s a 
full time job and then some. We 
have more than 3000 men all over 
the world working toward attend~ 
ing OU on this program,” he said. 


Schools all over the country of- ~ 


fer the program, Nolte said, but 


‘OU's becoming one of the most. 


popular. 

Why?. Nolte thought a: moment 
and said, “I guess the word is out 
that OU’s a good school. They get 
good treatment and good school- 
ing. We're glad to have them, too, 
because they spread fame all over 
the world.” 

Air Force M/Sgt, James Watt 


came horhe to finish school. Orig- 


inally from Omaha, he is here until 
July when he will be graduated 
“When they talk about the boot- 
strapper plan in the service,” said 
Jim, “it’s synonymous with OU.” 

“Omaha seems. to agree with 
them, too,” said. Nolte. Most of 
them are married, but only about 
half of them bring their families 
with them, Some are single.. 

Jack Baker, 28, is one of these. 
An Army Captain, he is. “learning 
and enjoying it.” 

Although OU's bootstrap plan 
has ‘already experienced a rapid 
and successful growth, Nolte fore- 
sees even better things in the fue
